George Calderwood, an

prize fighter, and Samuel C. Brown, a 
barber, came together this morning in 
very unfriendly and undignified 
manner. 
Brown is somewhat inter­ 
ested in the science of pugilism and 
this morning Calderwood strolled into 
the former’s shop in the basement of 
the Tonnelier block to gossip on the 
capabilities of the local prize fighting 
talent. 
A jealousy much like that which ex­ 
isted between Corbett and Fitzsimmons 
before the Carson encounter eharaeter- 
ized the relations of Brown and Calder 
woodand the latter had not been in the 
i>resence of his enemy five minutes be- 
dre his dander rose. 
Burning i»ords, 
such as the Carson gladiators exchang­ 
ed at a distance, passed between the 
barber and the pugilist and overcome 
with rage the latter, it is said, delib­ 
erately arose from his chair, walked 
across the room to where his antago­ 
nist was relieving a man of his hirsute 
growth, and exhibited the power of his 
right arm upon the jaw of his enemy. 


The barber let go his scissors and 
comb and gave Calderwood a stinging 
blow on the face. The men then 
clinched and the fight ended without a 
breakaway. 
Oyer and over the men 
rolled, knocking a stove from its legs 
and causing great confusion among the 
furniture. 
As soon as the fighters re­ 
gained their feet Calderwood rushed up 
stairs and away, so Brown says, leav­ 
ing the fight a draw with iirown stil 
in good form.

ance that the powers will undertake the 
flnal solution of pending difficulties." 


Larisa, May 7. — A 
dispatch from 
Pharsalos yesterday describes the battle 
there which began Wednesday thus: “A 
Turkish corps first 
appeared on the 
summit of Mount Tekke yesterday morn­ 
ing. From a formidable intrenched po­ 
sition on the hillside they attacked the 
fourth regiment of Evzones about noon. 
The latter made a strong resistance, 
but svere finally compelled to fall back. 
The Turks then cannonaded and de­ 
stroyed the village of Ordskoni, which 
is aboul two hours' march nofth of 
Pharsalos. 
The crown prince having 
ordered the entire army to draw up in 
line of battle, 
the Greeks advanced 
about 2 p.“* m. 
The Turks, numbering^ 
30,000, immediately descended the slopes 
of Mount Tekke and planted batteries 
which began to bombard the Greek regi­ 
ments. Owing to superiority of weight 
the Turkish cannon Inflicted heavy loss­ 
es upon the Greeks, and especially near 
the station. 


Could Nut .Stand Clone Qiitirt«r^. 


"The Turks continued to advance un­ 
til they came into close quarters, and 
then the crown prince decided to retire 
to more commanding positions. All the 
ammunition and 
supplies have been 
transported to Domokoa, on the heights 
of which the Greek batteries are pre­ 
pared for action. 
The Turks 
have 
burned the village of Tatzi, and have 
massacred a priest and the entire fami­ 
ly In the village of Dloskanl.’' 


Kdliein I’aKlia Puts It .StrMiKlttcM'. 
Constantinople, May 7.—Edhem Pasha, 
the 
Turkish 
commander-ln-chlef In 
Thessaly, has sent the following dis­ 
patch to the ministry of war, dated yes­ 
terday morning: 
“The Imperial army, 
while marching to Pharsalos, met the 
enemy In the villages of Soubathi, Sou- 
ledjl, Turcomanll and Lamia. After a 
severe engagement lasting fifteen hours 
we dislodged them from their positions 
and advanced to Pharsalos, which the 
Imperial army has just victoriously oc­ 
cupied.” 


STORV OF THE 1'HABiiAI.OS riO lIT 


As Told by h Corrospoodent w ltli tiie Arm y 
of tlie Multan. 


London, May 7.—The Daily Mali’s 
correspondent with the Turkish forces 
at Pharsalos, 
telegraphing yesterday 
morning« says; “Yesterday’s battle was 
the most decisive of the entire war. It 
was not intended at the beginning that 
the fight should be a regular pitched 
engagement, but on the arrival of Ed­ 
hem Pasha at the outposts a furious fir­ 
ing began. The weather was cool and 
the sky somewhat cloudy after a thun­ 
der storm. The village of Pharsalos 
could be seen huddled, as it were, under 
a line of low-peaked hills. Higher and 
roundabout were 
black hills 
rising 
behind the others, while between us and 
the village ran the small stream known 
to the ancients as the Raipeus, Crossed 
by a bridge at the railway. Between the 
stream and the village were the Greeks 
in an ex<5ellent position, well defended 
by earth works. 
Their advance 
line 
consisted of two brigades and their re­ 
serve of two half brigades, altogether 
about 20.000 men. As against these were 
50.000 Turks. 


“The sight was superb. In many cases 
the Greeks fought with the courage of 
despair. The great black masses, form­ 
ing the rear guard to hold the bridge, 
covered the whole rich green plain. The 
endurance and dash of the Turks were 
magnificent, too. I reached the battle­ 
field with a regiment whose men imme­ 
diately began to run forward, dancing 
under fire an® shouting like children 
when they saw the enemy. The Greeks 
repulsed them vigorously and followed 
up the repulse. The Turks had formed 
In a semi-circle of thundering batteries 
and crackling battalions. The division 
on the extreme right tried to cut off the 
retreat to Domokos, while the remainder 
of the force flung itself upon Pharsalos. 


“The battle was but little like the bat­ 
tles dMcriiied in books. There was no 
firing of volleys, no bayonet assaults, no 
ru.«ih, no cheering: 
but only a steady, 
leisurely advance Into the open In perfect 
order. There was some individual firing, 
and the soldiers shouted * Allah. Allah' 
till the constant repetition swelled into 
one heavy, monotonous shout. I saw 
some men .suddenly fiing up their hands 
and fall face downward, bnt the Greeks 
fire in the main was inefr't ( live. Before 
5 o’clock the last village north of the 
river had been taken. Then the village 
of Vasilli and theentrenchments near the 
river were atoitned with considerable 
loss to the Turks, and the baittle ceased 
at nightfall, the Hanking division hav­ 
ing established itself behind the Greeks 
and cut off the best line of retreat to 
Athens.”

TRIED TO FRIGHTEN THEM. 


T hirty òff T hem 8la«p In i

The railroad camp where Forrester 
A Wettcott, who are building nine 
miles of the Tunnel Une from this city 
eastward} f e ^ and lodge Jthe men in 
their employ is situated on the McGui- 
gan farm almost within a stone’s throw 
of the famous McGuigan springs from 
which clear, sparkling water bubbles 
up and is conveyed through a pipe to 
the roadside where it is emptied into a 
;iiipHS0vered tub in which man and 
b m t alike slake their thirst. No trav­ 
eler on a hot summer’s day ever passes 
this inviting fountain without tasting 
of its cool, limpid waters. 


Proceeding 
northward 
from the 
springs you climb a gentle incline and 
are in view of the railroai camp. The 
camp includes three tents and three or 
four roughly constructed buildings 
where the horses are housed. 
The 
tent you reach first is inhabited only 
nights. The sleeping apartments are 
in this tent, and although it is not to 
exceed 12 feet long and eight feet wide 
it shelters each night upwards of 30 
men. 
There is a narrow passageway 
icarcely two feet wide running length- 
w ^ of the tent and on each side of this 
Va row of berths, ‘‘double-deckers,” 
each berth being large enough to ac­ 
commodate two sleepers, 
who can 
slumber as sweetly on an August night 
as though they were the sole occupants 
of beds of softest down. 


The only mattresses are layers of 
course, prickling straw and the bodies 
of the sleepers are protected from this 
by a thin, filmy blanket. 
They roll 
into these beds, some of them without 
disrobing, early in the evening after a 
few *'pulls” at a short stemmed pipe 
and sleep like logs. 
They would nat 
enjoy themselves with more luxurious 
accommodations. 
They are satisfied 
and happy. 


The mess tent where the men receive 
their rations is a few rods west of the 
sleefrfng tent. > It is larger than the 
other, large enough for 60 men. It 
contains two tables reaching its entire 
length. The dishes are mostly of tin. 
No china is used. The plates are tin 
and the knives and,forks are substan- 
tiiJ looking instruments with horn 
handle!. 
The food is cooked in a 
w o^en structure nearby over which a 
man in a natty white cap and chic ap­ 
pearing apron is master. 
He was pre­ 
paring the evening meal when Th e 
NEWS representative called last night. 
The atmosphere was laden with deli- 
eious odors—delicious to a healthy, 
hungry working man and bv no means 
di^Teasing to finer sensibilities. There 
was a pan of li«jbt biscuits ready for the 
oven and in a pot was stewing some 
kind of fruit which the cook kept vig- 
orèusly stirring. 
A huge section of 
roasted beef, diffusing an appetizing 
aroma, was reposing in a pan, and in 
another pot there were boiling a half 
bushel of potatoes. 
The fare is plain 
but it is delightfully healthy. 


The camp Is provided for accomodat­ 
ing twice as many men as are now 
bfMrded* There are at present 35 men 
included in the force. A few days and 
the force will be doubled. The large 
scrapers with wheels will be adopted, 
necessitating more tsancs and many 
more men. 


The crew is now working on the Mc- 
Ouigan farm. 
The roadbed is not 
placed in a condition to receive the 
rails before it is left. 
The work is be­ 
ing done with small, hand scrapers 
which are practicable only where small 
cuts and fills are made. As soon as the 
“wheelers” arrive thè work will begin 
at a certain point and the bed com- 
pletéd before advancing. 


The camp is not more than two and 
•ne-half miles from the city. The most 
eanvenient route is to go south on 
Pipestone street one mile beyond Em­ 
pire avenue; then east one mile and 
north one-half mile and you have reach­ 
ed the McGuigan springs. 


Contractor Beecnam, who is working 
with a big force at Bpinks Corners is 
completing the road bed as far as he 
goes. He has two and one-half miles 
of the track ready for the rails.

When fed to cows, it 
may be wi$ll to run the mixture, through 
a cutting box, for then other mesl may 
be added veiy conveniently should it be 
wanted. It would not n e ^ to be thus 
prepared for sheep. They will do ths 
cutting, thrashing and grinding.” Thus 
writes Professor Thomas Shaw in The 
Kural New Yorker, in reply to ques­ 
tions apked by a Minnesota farmer and 
referred to him for answer. The follow­ 
ing is also from his pen: 


In sowing this food, mix the seed and 
sow with the grain drill. Buiy 3)^ to 
8 >(i inches, according to soil, and just 
when the young plants begin to show 
run over the ground with a slant tooth 
harrow. The proportions of the mixture 
must be determiiied by the farmer him­ 
self by actual test. In the Qallatia 
Valley, Mon., if one-third' only of the 
mixture were oats, the oats would be 
overpowered with ^ e peas. In southern 
Minnesota, with the same proportions 
of seed, the danger would be imminent 
that the peas would be overshadowed 
by the oats. In the eastern states, it 
will probably be found that the crop 
requires to be sown iu about equal pro­ 
portions. 


The advantages from sowing this 
crop are: First, to provide soiling food 
and fodder excellent iu quality '; second, 
to save the labor of thrashing and 
grinding, and, third, to secure the 
consumption of idi the straw on account 
of its palatability. Again I say, farm 
ers, try this crop. It may mean much 
to you. Peas bring nitrogen to the soi 
from the air. A crop of peas may be

Tobacco stems supply both nitrogen 
and potash. These stems must oot be 
confused with tobacco stalks. Steins 
are the midribs of tlM leaf that are dis­ 
carded when the leaf is cut into Mrrap- 
pers or stemmed for the English mar 
kets. They are largely employed in fer 
tilissing tobacco fields; also potato^ 
corn, grass and other potash feeding 
crops. Stems vary considerably iu anal 
ysis, according to the quantity of sa^d 
and wafer present. American Agricul 
turist in this connection gives the fol­ 
lowing information: 


Tobacco stems are usually a good pur 
chase at $10 per ton. Kentucky stems 
contain about 25 per cent water, 
per 
cent organic and volatile matter, iu 
eluding 1.8 percent nitrogen and 18 per 
cent miueial matter, of which about 
8 per cent is potash and 1 per cent phos 
phoric acid. Seed leaf stems are usually 
drier, containing about the same quan 
tity of nitrogen and phosphoric acid 
but one-fourth less potash. As with al 
coarse material, stcma« should be applied 
very early in the spring, and tbe better 
plan is to plow them under in the fall 
They supply both nitrogen and potash 
and are well Huited to the tobacco crop. 
They are so ¡Kjpular iu the Connecticut 
valley that all the stems available have 
been used, and before the season for sell 
ing closi^d—about June 10—each year 
haK found the dealers with their stocks 
exliuuNted and their lute orders untilled 
from 8,000 to 6,000 tons of stems being 
used annually. 


Ittv««tlgatioiia o t Alapl« Sap. 


The tabulated data, including the gen 
eral range in percentage of saccharose 
found in sap of various trees during 
three years, have been published by the 
New Hampshire station. The range iu 
percentage of sugar was very wide, the 
richest sap coming fi'om fully developed 
trees. There was a decrease in tlie per 
centageof sugar as the season advanced 
In the trials so far the sap from the 
north side was richest, and sap from the 
tioiuk was richer than that fiom the 
branches. Deep tapping gave more sap 
than shallow, and tapping on the south 
side gave more than on the north side. 
Tapping twice close together showed 
no advantage. Sirups from soft maples 
were inferior in color and flavor to those 
from rook maples.

But 
the shell is more or lesa porous, and it 
begins to absorb whatever it cornea in 
contact with, ai^, though the process is 
slow, it is very sure. The first essential 
thing to preserving eggs has consequent­ 
ly always been to make t ^ shell as im­ 
pervious to air and water as poMible. 
Oil, lard, paraffin and similar substances 
were smeared over the eggs when firesh, 
and these helped to prolong their life. 
Later a man invented a patent paint, 
which wassnpposed for a time to be the 
best preservative. 


Now an electrician has come to the 
fkont who proposes to place the eggs in 
vacuum chamber when fresh, and 
then, instead of ¡Absorbing outside air, 
the eggs will give it ont until they are 
practically fkee from all air. When they 
have been in the vacuum chamber 48 
honrs, they are to be painted with a 
composition that will keep them from 
absorbing any more air. But even at 
this stage decay has not been thoroughly 
arrested. The electrician then proposes 
to give th«m an electric bath. They are 
packed in barrels in which fresh water 
is poured, and a current of electricity is 
introduced sufficiently strong to destroy 
all animal life. All gesms of decay are 
thus killed, and the eggs are rea^ for 
packing in sand or sawdust. As all de­ 
composition has been destroyed and the 
paint preservative keeps out the poison­ 
ous air. the eggs are supposed to keep 
for many Bonths as fi«sh as when first 
laid. 


At present the methods of preserving 
eggs for market in winter are well un­ 
derstood. In the cold storage house they 
are kept at such a low temperature that 
decomposition is very slow. If they 
could be frosen, they would keep longer 
in this way, but the trouble is that the 
eggshells crack when they reach the 
fim iiig point. It is possible to preserve 
meats and poultry very well by this 
method, because no harm is done in 
fu sin g them. 


The most acceptable system of pre­ 
serving the eggs for a late market is to 
pack them away in limed water. This 
method is employed more extensively in 
Europe than this country, and vast quan­ 
tities of Italian and Danish eggs are 
shipped to the English markets in win­ 
ter in this condition. The lime closes 
the shell from the ontside air and wa­ 
ter and at the same time destroys or 
keeps dormant any germs that might 
attack the egg.

domestic j^ultry. It is a notorious scav 
en^r, consuming anything and every­ 
thing. Nothing comes amiss with the 
duck, only give it enough to satisfy its 
apparently insatiable hunger. But there 
is one thing about it—the duck is no 
loafer, doing nothing to pay for its 
board. It just jumps right at it and 
grows, and then, beginning in Februaiy 
or March, or even earlier, it lays an egg 
a day for four or five months, with sur­ 
prising rapidity. A hen is pretty well 
satisfied to lay every other day and 
often takes a vacation over and above 
that, but the duck produces its large 
egg every dny during the laying period. 
Boiled potatoes, turnips, beets or carrots 
should form the basis of the mash for 
ducks, for the roots are bulky and cheap. 


An excellent grain ration is made by 
mixing equal parts bran, ground oats and 
cunimeal. Combine this mixed grain 
ration with the boiled roots^the some 
quantity of roots as of grain—and a 
first rate meal for the duck will be ob­ 
tained. One thing about this aquatic 
bird is its extreme timidi^, and breed 
ers are obliged to exercise care that 
nothing occurs to excite it. The least 
circumstance, as tlie presence in the pen 
of a mouse or cat or the shadow of a 
lanteni, will produce a panic right 
away among a flock of ducks, and when 
frightened the whole flock crowds and 
jams itself into a dense bunch, in which 
individuals often get lame legs and be 
come greatly incapacitated. 


As far OS the water privileges are 
concerned, the duck, though fond of 
bathing, will grow as well and as fast 
with only water to drink as if it had 
the whole sea at its disposal; but, of 
course, to keep clean and to appear at 
its best in a natural element, the duck 
requires a pond or other fair siaed body 
of water. 


As to breed of ducks, there are many, 
all interesting, either from oniamental 
or practical standpoints or from both 
points of view—Rouen, Peking, Cayuga, 
Aylesbury, etc. The Rouen is the most 
beautiful of these, but by common con 
sent the Peking is the most practical 


The Peking is the great duck for busi 
ness, because it has received especial at­ 
tention in this direction.

Washington, May 7.-'The 
Republi­ 
cans of the house yesterday followed 
up their recent indorsement of Reed’s 
policy of postponing the appointment 
of committees by establishing the pol­ 
icy of bi-weekly meetings through the 
adoption of a resolution reported by the 
committee on rules providing that the 
hpuse shall 
meet 
on Mondays and 
Thursdays until further action. On this 
revolution tJlie Democrats and Populists 
were solidly arrayed against the Repub­ 
licans, and it was adopted by a vote of 
101 to 88 after a partisan debate. The 
opposition, led by Bailey, was based on 
the. ground that the programme would 
prevent consideration of the bankruptcy 
MU. Bailey said that since the Republi­ 
cans had been in absolute control of the 
house he had believed it proper for the 
Democrats to do nothing to hasten par­ 
tisan legislation,particularly such legis­ 
lation as the tariff bill, which had been 
passed.

Bailey predicted that If the 
Hepublicans brought forward any bank­ 
ruptcy bill it would be the Torrey bill, 
and ended by declaring that he would 
never vote to adjourn except from day 
to day until the bankruptcy bill had 
bean acted on.
